Notwithstanding any provision of law, any city, village, or
municipality may authorize the use of its city hall or police department to display a container suitable for
use as a receptacle for used, expired, or unwanted pharmaceuticals. These used, expired, or unwanted
pharmaceuticals may include unused medication and prescription drugs. This receptacle shall only
permit the deposit of items, and the contents shall be locked and secured. The container shall be

accessible to the public and shall have posted clearly legible signage indicating that expired or unwanted
prescription drugs may be disposed of in the receptacle.".

(4) a visual display used to enhance or supplement the driver's view forward, behind, or
to the sides of a motor vehicle for the purpose of maneuvering the vehicle;

(5) television-type receiving equipment used exclusively for safety or traffic

engineering studies; or

(6) a television receiver, video monitor, television or video screen, or any other

similar means of visually displaying a television broadcast or video signal, if that equipment has an

interlock device that, when the motor vehicle is driven, disables the equipment for all uses except as a

visual display as described in paragraphs (1) through (5) of this subsection (b).
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(c) This Section does not apply to a mobile, digital terminal installed in an authorized emergency
vehicle, a motor vehicle providing emergency road service or roadside assistance, or to motor vehicles
utilized for public transportation.

d) This Section does not apply to a television receiver, video monitor, television or video screen, or
any other similar means of visually displaying a television broadcast or video signal if: (i) the equipment

is_permanently installed in the motor vehicle; and (ii) the moving entertainment images that the
equipment displays are not visible to the driver while the motor vehicle is in motion.

(e) ¢y A person convicted of violating this Section is guilty of a petty offense and shall be fined not
more than $100 for a first offense, not more than $200 for a second offense within one year of a previous
conviction, and not more than $250 for a third or subsequent offense within one year of 2 previous
convictions.
